Cosflagrations in Constantiaopie. 
(From the N. Y. Sun.] 

The recent cooflacrat.on in Constantinopie, 
though terrible in \'s ravages, has pot been 
more destructive beer meny with which the 
city bes been : ted before. In the ten years, 


which and Gelsta this last con 
was ae er ravaged by five dreadful 
fires. Io 1 a fire that origiaated in 
one of the rooms of a private bouse, spread 
to such an extent that 15,000 houses 
were destroyed by it. For three whole 
miles the Bosporus rmflected ove un- 
brokeu fame. Tue wext tire destreyed 6,000 
bouses and al] the ships in the Arsenal. ‘On 
this occasion Constautinople proper barely es- 
caped. But the most terrible conflagration 
ofall was that of 1831. There wasa strong 
northeast wind at the time, which spread the 
flames with frightful rapidity. In a sbort 
tine the residences of the Sardinian, Datch, 
Prupsian, Russian, aud French Awbassadors 
were laid in ashes. The English palace, 
it was thought, would escape, because 
ofits isolation, and thither many persous 
bore their most valuable combustible roper- 
ty. Theair, however, was full of sparks that 
set fire to the trees and everything combasti- 
ble about the building. Tbe flames darted up 
furiously, and, driven against the palace by a 
stiong wind, laid it in asbes in a quarter of an 
hour. Stone buildings fared no better than 
those of wood, and not even what were called 
fire-proof vaults, built below the foundations 
houses, could resist the fury of the

SCARED TO DEATH. 


A Child Dies from Fright Caused by 
Mistreatment of its Mother—A 
Brutal Outrage. 

We made mention yesterday of the eritical 
condition of a little clild which was soffering 
from convulsions arising from fright at the 
abuse offered its mother by a map from New 
Albany. It died last night. The facts of the 
case are about these:
